Tus Sacramento Bee sums up 
the storm and its effects as follows: 
The rain bas been of no benefit to 
any of the crops except that, per- 
haps, it has saved wheat and barley 
from danger from any nerth wind 
tliat may come along between now 
and harvest. Grain will be well 
able to withstand about any prob- 
able contingency. - With this pros- 
pect it is quite likely that the esti- 
mate of 2,000,000 tons ot wheat for 
the season’s yield will be fully real- 
ized. But while the rain has forti- 
fied the grain crops, it has pro- 
duced more or less injury in other 
directions. Considerable hay has 
been cut and is lying in the fields, 
and this is rnined. Some of the 
small fruit crop, such as cherries 
and even apricots, which are com- 
ing into market in considerable 
quantities, will suffer somewhat, 
and strawberries will be injured a 
great deal more. On the whole, 
hewever, the rain has probably 
done more good than harm. If 
the wind does not come up to beat 
‘down the wonderfully luxuriant 
wheat, the phenomenal storin will 
not be a matter of serious concern, 
notwithstanding the fact that some 
of the Summer-fallowed wheat has 
lodged already in some localities.

“ABOUT TRAC IBOTOMY. 


re Operation Sousa eaiated 
- To in Throat Diseases. 


The Surgical Tréatment to Which the 
Grown Prince of Germany Was Re- 
cently Subjected—Its Effects Said 
to Be Not Curative. 


One of the most prominent physicians 
and surgeons in the city gave a Cincinnati 
Enquirer reporter a description of the oper- 
ation to which the Crown Prince was re- 
cently subjected. Said the doctor:3 

““Tracheotomy is am Operation resorted to 
when from any cause there isan obstruc- 
tion to the free entrance of air to the lungs 
through the upper part of the air passages. 
These air passages consist of a tube about 
four and one-haif inches in length and a little 
less than an inchin diameter. The upper 
part of this channel is peculiarly arranged 
and narrowed; this is called the larynx. It 
is in the larynx that by the vibration of two 
slender caords sounds are produced. The 
frame-work of the trachea and larynx con- 
sists of rings of cartilage or gristle, clothed 
upon the inside by a delicate skin, or 
mucous membrane. Since the tracnea is of 
larger caliber than the larynx thatis above 
it, the difficulty in breathing, which would 
follow aun obstruction of any kind in the 
larynx above, can be remedied at least 
temporarily by opening the trachea or wind- 
pipe below the seat of obstruction. This 
operation is called tracheotomy, and the 
conditions calling for it may be a foreign 
body, a tumor, an inflammation of the 
gristle, or the presence of a membrane in 
the larynx. The latter is the condition in 
diphtheritic croup, the disease most frequent- 
ly calling for this operation. Probably 
ninety per cent. of all tracheotomies are 
made in children and for this disease, which 
so often appears in epidemic form. Inu the 
case of the Crown Prince the condition 
calling for tracheotomy has been either a 
cancerous tumor or an inflammation of the 
cartilages of the larynx, with thickening of 
its lining membrane toa degree greatly in- 
terfering With the free entrance of air to 
the lungs. Which ofthe cond:tions exists 
has not been positively determined,although 
from the opinions of Sir Morel Mackenzie 
and Virchow, the disease is prob 
ably a pericondritis with thickening 
ulceration of the mucous membrarze. What- 
ever be the disease, tracheotomy was indi- 
cated to alleviate the most pronounced and 
dangerous symptom, the difficulty in breath- 
ing. When made forthis purpose, trache- 
otomy is not a dangerous operation. Indeed, 
it was known and practiced 4 hundred 
years before the Christian era. The opera- 


} tion itself will not be fatal in more than ten 


per cent. of cases, and when the fatality is 
greater it depends upon the condition for 
which the operation is made. If, for ex- 
ample, tracheotomy be made for the re- 
moval ofa foreign body only twenty per 
cent. of the cases operated upon will die, 
whereas, when the operation is made in 
cases of diphtheritic croup only thirty per 
cent recover. This fatality must be ascribed, 
not to the operation, but to the disease, 
which extends down the lungs or kills the 
patient by affecting his blood. In the case 
of the Crown Prince the tracheotomy may 
be but a preliminary operation, to be event- 
ually followed by one contemplating the 
removal of more or less of the diseased 
larynx above the tracheotomy wound. 

The operation is sufficiently simple in thé 
hands of a cool surgeon. The patient is 
placed upon his back, with a pillow placed 
under the neck, and anesthetized. A, fold 
of skin is raised and transfixed with a 
knife, and a wound from one to two inches 
in length is thus made in the central line 
of the neck from the prominent portion of 
the larynx toward the upper portion of the 
breast-plate. The knife is then laid aside, 
and witha small pair of forceps the soft 
parts are slowly torn asunder until the 
windpipe is reached. The bleeding, which 
is generally most feared, can be entirely 
obviated by tearing through the soft parts 
after the skin has been divided. When the 
trachea is reached it is opened in the cen- 
ay ems by an incision half an inch or less 

ength. Through this incision in the 
trachea a silver, aluminum or hard rubber 
tube is inserted, through which the patient 
breathes. The operation itself does not take 
long, and usually the tube can be placed in 
the trachea within two minutes of the time 
the cut is first made. This tube remains in 
the trachea until the obstruction to breath- 
ing disappears. Sometimes in cases of can- 
cer or of inflammation of the cartilages of 
the larynx, the tube must be worn during 
the remainder of life. Where the opera- 


tion has been made successfully for the re- , 


moval of foreign bodies, or in cases of 
diphtheritic croup, it can often be removed 
after the lapse of from one day toa week. ° 

““ And what effect will this operation have 
upon the Crown Prince?’ 

‘The operation is not curative. It will 
probably prolong life, and that isall. Here, 
as in other cases, tracheotomy is merely in- 
tended to relieve one symptom, the diffi- 


culty in breathing.” 


“ Has the operation been often performed 


in this city?” 


“Very frequently and almost always for 


the relief of croup. For this disease the 
operation is a comparatively recent one, and 
has been established particularly by the 


French physicians, Brettoneau and Trous- 
seau, who were the leading lights of Paris 


WASHINGTON SOCIETY. 


The Mistress of the White House Neither 
Makes Nor Receives Calls. 

It is the day visiting, says a Washington 
correspondent, that puts the last straw on 
society’s tired back—the calling business, 
which can only be evaded by one woman in 
official circles. The mistress of the White 
House neither makes nor receives calls. 
The mistress of the White House, be she in- 
clined to gaiéty or not, hasan easy time 
compared with the wives of Cabinet officers 
and wives of Senators. 

It is true she shakes hands with many 
people on stated occasions. But the oc- 
casions need ‘not be frequent, and this year 
they are not frequent. The wife of a Cab- 
inet ofticer or wife of a Senator is éxpected 
to open her hougé to the publie every week 
on @ stated day. The card of the visitor 
does not make these receptions less public 
in the number of strangers with whom the 
hostess shakes hands—strangers she has 
never before put her eyes on, and may never 
see again. In the long rup she does as much 
hand-shaking as the mistress of the White 
House. Then there are thé dinner parties, 
many all through the season, and there are 
evening receptions, with elaborate suppers 
or refreshments for several hundred guests 
atone time. Allthis the wife of a Cabinet 
oflicer is expected to do, and then comes the 
last straw in returning calls. If the Sena- 
tor is well known, if he has his own house 
here, and if people like him/and his house, 
there is almost a demand in the expectation 
that he will entertain. Itis the same with 
the Cabinet officer. If he shuts himself up 
in a boarding-house and lives on his salary, 
thereare no great expectations by the peo- 
ple. But if he once shows his hand as a 
true host in his own house, then he is in 
for all that society demands to make society 
happy. 

Now, on the contrary, the President may 
do very little besides the handshaking at 
official and public receptigns. He need not 
serve refreshments if he does not choose, 
even at official receptions, when guests are 
really guests by card invitation, and the 
mistress of the White House is absolutely 
independent, and may do very little unless 
she herself wishes to do a great deal. No- 
body finds: fault with her if she receives 
every Saturday through the season. No- 
body finds fault with her if she receives 
every other Saturday, or three or four 
times in a winter. No woman in official life 
is so seldom criticised as the mistress of’ 
the White House. Of course, her sun sets 
when she leaves the portals behind her. 
But while there it is the brightest of all 
suns. It is a mistaken idea that the Presi- 
dent’s wife or the President’s sister has a 
* hard place” while mistress of the White 
House, Certain restraints and laws of 
etiquette make her life in the White House 
somewhat unnatural. But it is, on the 
whole, an easy, pleasant life. And to search 
the land over, no woman could be found 
who would decline to be mistress of the 
White House. 

Formerly Presidents gave more public 
receptions inthe evening. President Arthur 
began. the fashion of three official and one 
public reception for a season. President 
Cleveland followed this rule of fashion, and 
so far has made no change. But his tri- 
weekly handshaking with the people in the 
East Room takes in part of the place of 
evening receptions to the public. And all 
strangers in the city on Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday may meet the President in 
the big East Room at half-past one o’clock. 


“TURNS THE FAUCET. 


A New York Horse Which Draws Its Own 
. Water Supply. 

The horse that pulls the ambulance in 
search of patients for the New York Hospi- 
tal isa curiosity of its kind, inasmuch as 
during the wiiole period of his philanthropic 
career as an ambulance horse he has never 
once been given a drink byany of the stable 
hands. He believes in the maxim that God 
heips those who help themselves; and helps 
himself accordingly. 

A New York 7e «gram reporter went down 
to see how he whetted his thirst yesterday, 
and was edified to a degree. by the intel- 
lectual behavior of the animal. 

There is an ordinary faucet with a pail 
under it in the stable, and to this faucet the 
horse made a bee-line. 

First he dipped his nose in the pail to see 
if there was any water there, but &nding 
there was none he proceeded to open the 
valve by turning the handle with his nose. 
He did not turn it on quite enough at the 
first attempt, so he gave it another nudge, 
and held his nose under the spigot while 
the water poured over it to his apparent 
immense satisfaction. ‘ But. what-a lot of 
water will be wasted when he leaves it run- 
ning the moment he has had enough!”’
